THREATENS YO U: 


FREE TRADE with its catchy new name of economic globalisation 
is the greatest danger to the living standards of everyone in Britain. 
YET NO-ONE IS DOING ANYTHING ABOUT IT! Changes to 
International law mean that multinational companies are stronger 
now than at any time in history. Worse, the international nature of 
these companies, answerable only to themselves and to no nation 
state much less the people, has led them to become enormously 
powerful. Countries bid for the presence of key multinationals on 
their soil by promising ‘tax-holidays’ and government grants. At 
the same time, multinationals switch investment capital and already 
existing plant from the West into the low-wage economies of the far 
East. As a result of this ‘relocation’, thousands of jobs are also 
‘relocated’. British jobs are being exported to the third world, 
making for mass unemployment here at home. 


Two academics at the Harvard 
business school, Fagan and Jenson, 
calculate that the US and Europe 
have 250 million workers who, with 
benefits, earn £52 per day. In the 
‘emerging markets’, there are 1,200 
million workers who earn £1.90 per 
day. These 1,200 million workers 
are now being integrated. into the 
new deregulated global market. 
Fagan and Jenson calculate that 
income levels in the West will fall by 
half to crush the social contract in 
the developed countries and this 
does not include the other 2 billion 
people who are not even included 
in the emerging markets! 

This country has continually been 
told by Tories that “We must 
compete.” Quite how this is to be 
done while maintaining living 
standards and a high level of 
employment has never been 
explained. It never will be either, for 
itis an impossibility. Itis not possible 
to produce in this country as cheaply 
as in China or India because of 
comparative wage costs. Only when 
wage costs have been equalised 
(assuming all other things are equal) 


could we “compete.” For that to 
happen, the welfare state, pensions 
and the NHS will all have to go and 
wage levels will need to fall by 
half. Alternatively, mass robotisation 
and computerisation on a scale seen 
only in Japan would enable us to 
“compete,” but at a cost of massively 
increased unemployment as workers 
are made redundant in all walks of 
life. 


BRITAIN TO BECOME 
PAUPER NATION 


Economically, this is the major 
issue we face. Yet it is not being 
addressed. Living standards have 
been under attack for nearly twenty 
years. Comparative wages have 
fallen behind our industrial 
competitors so much that South 
Korea (no longer the far eastern low 
wage economy of old) is actually 
looking to Britain to reduce its labour 
costs! So it was that last month, Tory 
chiefs hailed news that LG, a South 
Korean computer company was to 
build a plant in Wales and create 
6,000 jobs. A vote of confidence in 
Britain the Tories said, Britain is the 
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enterprise zone of Birdie they said. 
What rot! The reason for the Koreans 
moving into Britain is that, 
unbelievably, wage rates here are 
lower than in their own country. As 
for Britain being Europe’s 
enterprise zone, it is fairer to say that 
Britain is Europe’s low-waged 
sweatshop. 

In the face of government economic 
incompetence, the jobs are certainly 
welcome. But four things should not 
beforgotten: firstly, foreign investment 
in Britain is a mark, not of economic 
success, but of economic failure with 
its high unemployment and 
corresponding low wage rates; 
secondly, the foreign investment is 
not made for our benefit. It is made for 
exploitational profit. The said profit 
which will then drain away from 
Britain back to the investor country; 
thirdly, inward investment like South 
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Korea’s LG will more than be made 
up for by other firms relocating to 
even cheaper countries like Bangla- 
desh or Burma; and fourthly, why is 
it necessary for foreign firms to 
invest in the UK and qualify for fin- 
ancial assistance in doing so? Could 
not British finance supply the cash? 

Economic globalization is going 
to lead to a world economy where 
world wage rates will gravitate 
towards the average. That may be 
fine for China, Indonesia and Lesotho 
but it is disastrous for us. Both Labour 
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and Tories are committed to the free 


trade ideal. Free trade rules in Europe 
mean that we cannot protect 
ourselves from becoming a third rate 
country with third world standards. 
The British National Party believes 
that trading with countries which 
have labour rates a fraction of ours is 
not fair trade. The BNP believes the 
solution is to exclude the 
manufactured goods of other nations 
and in so doing preserve our way of 
life and our standard of living which 
is under threat as never before. 
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THROW OUT THE 
REGIME NOT JUST 
THE TORIES! 


The Tories look a busted flush 
— weaker, wearier and more 
incompetent than ever as they 
blunder towards their elec- 
toral doom. With fate closing 
in fast, HMG has been des- 
perately trying to look ‘differ- 
ent’ from the opposition. John 
Major has been going through 
the motions of ‘fighting Eu- 
rope’ over British beef. Home 
Secretary Michael Howard has 
been talking ‘tough’ on law 
and order. Education secre- 
tary Gillian Shephard has 
been musing about restoring 
grammar schools. None of it 
will wash. 

Most of these initiatives, all 
of which are in any case too 
little, too late, are running to 
nothing. John Major has flown 
the white flag to Brussels over 
the beef crisis; Michael 
Howard’s criminal law re- 
forms have been publicly op- 
posed by judges; With a 
Labour government less than 
nine months away, few of Mrs. 
Shephard’s grammar schools 
will see the light of day. 

The truth is that Britain 
caved into the EU over beef 
because Tory leaders are 100 
per cent pro-EU; Crime is on 
the loose because the Tories 
appointed ‘politically correct’ 
(P.C.) criminologists, police 
chiefs and judges; The wel- 
fare system, is headed for 
collapse because of eco- 
nomic failure through ‘free 
market’ policies; Our children 
are increasingly illiterate be- 
cause of P.C. education ‘ex- 
perts’ put in charge of our 
schools. 

No amount of Tory postur- 
ing alter the facts. Britain af- 
ter 17 years of Tory rule is a 
picture of poverty, demoral- 
ization and decay. It is only 
natural that millions of Brit- 
ons should be getting ready 
to throw the Tories out. What 
isn’t so natural is thatsomany 
of their votes will goto Labour. 
Blair will hardly dismantle the 
pro-minority P.C. dictatorship 
that has grown up under the 
Tories. Perhaps many sus- 
pect this but hope that they 
may at least get some eco- 
nomic relief from a Labour 
government. If so it is a for- 
lorn hope. 

Blair is as sold on interna- 
tional ‘free market’ econom- 
ics as any Tory. The unem- 
ployment and insecurity that 
goes with the free market set- 
up will continue under new 
Labour. In a word the party 
names and the faces may 
change but in all essentials 
Lib, Lab and Con are one and 
the same. They arethree faces 
ofonerégime. It is that régime 
that has to go if we want a 
better Britain and the only al- 
ternative to it is nationalism 
as represented by the BNP. 


BRITAIN'S ECONOM 


Britain’s economy is in a mess. No serious commentator on economic 
affairs will say anything else. Unemployment is high, investment low, 
the manufacturing sector weak. Import levels are too high and taxes 
are too high as is the public sector borrowing requirement. Britain 
does not have a healthy economy. But why should this be? Britain 
started this century after all in economic first place. 


At the turn of the century, Britain 
had the biggest economy in the 
world, although both Germany and 
America were catching up, with 
France just a little way behind them. 
For eighty-five years, British 
military dominance had given the 
world peace in which to develop 
economically and British science 
and manufacturing had driven the 
technological pace. It is also 
important to note that this was totally 
British based. The Empire played 
no part other than the supply of raw 
materials which could have been 
had as cheaply anywhere else and 
which provided Britain’s primary 
marketplace. 

Today, Britain has slumped from 
15th last year, to 19th most 
competitive nation in the world, the 
economy is not performing well 
and the result is that Britain is a 
poorer country. As Britain has got 
poorer, so there has been less money 
to pay for education, the National 
Health Service, adequate defence, 
and welfare benefits etc. 

The Tories continually trumpet 
an expanding economy, lower 
unemployment and a return of the 
‘feel good’ factor — much like 
Tory Chancellor Norman Lamont 
kept telling the nation about the 
mystical “green shoots” of recovery. 
But if the economy has been 
growing for four years, why is it 
that the National debt has doubled 
in just two years to over £380 
billion? And if unemployment is 
falling, why are Tories so keen to 
axe welfare benefits which should 
by rights be falling anyway, but 
which are actually rising? 

The problem for the Tories is 
manifold. In respect of their claims 


to have the fastest growing economy 
in Europe over the last four years, it 
is no doubt true. The snag is that this 
growth comes after the Tories have 
systematically through design and 
neglect decimated Britain’s 
manufacturing sector. Starting off 
from such a low point growth is 
indeed possible but, much like the 
club of four men and a dog who 
recruit another two members and 
claim a 50 per cent increase, it 
doesn’t mean very much. Secondly, 
government figure fiddling with 
unemploymentstatistics (thirty-two 
changes in counting the unemployed 
since 1979) means that the 
unemployed who have dropped off 
the figures (and either gone onto 
sick benefit or otherwise 
disappeared) do not help the 
government with its cash crisis since 
they are still claiming benefit one 
way or another. 

Attempts to avert the inevitable 
by ‘cutting waste’, ‘shifting 
resources to the sharp end’ and 
‘spending money more prod- 
uctively’, is simply the economic 
equivalent of fresh air and sticking 
plaster. 

There are a whole range of other 
economic and financial problems 
that the government face. Most of 
which it cannot solve because it is 
wedded to the notion of the 
European Union and free trade. 
Quite simply, governmentin Britain 
has become the art of the 
management of decline. 

It doesn’t have to be like this 
though. The economic success of 
Japan was built upon a combination 
of keeping foreign imports out thus 
allowing it to build its economic 
base, encouraging high saving levels

This iS 
something 
that can be 
achieved by 
almost any 
nation.

Japan has vast 
resources of 
energy, in 
coal, gas and 
oil. There is no 
for 
Bet er sti 
economic 
achievement not to be at least as 
great as that of Japan. 

The British National Party is 
pledged to the gradual halting of the 
importation of foreign man- 
ufactured products and their 
replacement by goods made in 
Britain. The excuse of protection 
leading to a lack of choice, 
inefficiency and feather bedding 


simply won’t wash. Japan has the 


strongest motor cycle industry in 
the world and competition is fierce: 
Honda, Suzuki, Kawasaki and 
Yamaha are world leaders not lame 
ducks. The other excuse that 
protection would invite retaliatory 
measures is laughable. Firstly, it 
hasn’t done Japan any harm and 
secondly, Britain trades at a deficit 
with the rest of the world and so this 
country has nothing to lose and 
everything to gain. In parallel with 
the halt on foreign imports, the BNP 
would create a strategic economic 
council made up of government 
and industry to coordinate economic 
activity Japanese style. Existing 
industries would expand and new 
industries would be created to 
produce all of our needs — VCR’s, 
camcorders, televisions, motor 
cycles, cameras, computer 
components. All the durables

currently imported would be 
replaced with home produced 
products which would:- create jobs, 
raise tax revenues for the 
government, reduce the drag of 
welfare on the economy, eliminate 
the need for publicsector borrowing 


and enable taxes to be reduced. 


The British National Party has 
concrete proposals for creating a 
boom economy, for creating in 
parallel with it thousands of well- 
paid jobs, for increasing the material 
prosperity of everyone in the 
country. It means the elimination of 
unemployment. Labour, Liberal- 
Democrats and the Tories have 
abandoned the idea of full 
employment, and with it abandoned 
the unemployed to poverty and those 
in work to supporting the increasing 
burden that creates. The British 
National Party will not abandon 
anyone. The BNP will be the only 
party standing at the next General 
Election with a manifesto 
commitment to full employment. 

A successful economy can be 
created and wealth can be generated 
to pay for the things the country 
needs — but not by the old system 
and not by the old parties.

THE WASTE OF UNEMPLOYMENT 


As the country gets poorer, less cash is 
available to spend on essential services 
and on welfare. If Britain were a rich 
country, that wouldn’t be too much of 
a problem as the money would be 
available to pay for it. But Britain is 
not rich enough to go on paying for 
vast numbers of people to sit at home 
on the dole or on income support/sick 
benefit. The looming crisis caused by 
a shortage of cash is provoking debate 
as to how to tackle the situation. 

The Adam Smith institute says that 
the welfare state will collapse under 
the weight of its commitments early in 
the next century, which is not too far 
away. The pensions bill will be £1,566 
billion, the NHS will cost £800 million 
and half the country lives in homes 
now, where someone is 
receiving benefit. 
Nearly 20 per cent of 5 
people live in homes 
where no-one has a job 
at all and this figure will 
rise to a quarter of 
people in the near 
future. Quite simply, 
figures are 
unsustainable and 
something has got to 
give. 

The reaction from 
Tories, particularly 
‘right-wingers’, is to 


are on benefit as if it 
were they who were responsible for 
unemployment — the realistic figure 


of which is just under four million, 


twice the government’s own estimate. 


GDP 
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This attitude is fuelled by well- 
publicised tales of scroungers, benefit 
cheats and crazy stories like the one of 
an immigrant being awarded £100,000 
in backdated benefits for the past 26 
years. While abuses do undoubtedly 
occur, the idea of attacking people on 
benefit and ignoring the shortcomings 
of the economy with its structural 
economic weaknesses is patently 
absurd. 

Another standard government 
response is to provide job training 
schemes for getting people back to 
work, joined recently by more 
education for people to acquire new 
skills and qualifications. Which is all 
very well — provided that there are 
jobs to go to! Experience suggests that 
there are not. 

The latest idea to 
reduce welfare benefits 
is the idea of workfare. 
This idea, long mooted, 
will almost certainly be 
introduced — and 
probably by a Labour 
government who will 
face exactly the same 
problems as the Tories 
and have equally little 
room for manoeuvre. 
This may very well 
have the effect of 
reducing the number on 
benefit in the short 
term, but for those who 
have no option in the face of no work 
than to be on benefit, all this measure 
will accomplish is to ensure that these 
people will not have the time to find 


work and simply put off the evil day 
when the money runs out — whether 
benefit is being claimed as it is now, 
or whether it is claimed through 
workfare. If the jobs were there to go 
to and workfare was a device to shift 
lazy people back into work, that would 
be one thing, but as an end in itself it 
is going to be a disaster. 

The reason for unemployment is 
a weak economy. It is not lack of 
training, it is not lack of education and 
it is not bone-idleness. It is a weak 
economy, plain and simple. There is 
only one cure for unemployment 
and that is to strengthen the economy 
and hence create jobs. Not token jobs 
through over-manning, but real jobs. 
Well paid jobs in new and revitalised 
industries — manufacturing industries. 
That can only come about through 
substantial economic growth and 
massive new investment. Neither the 
Tories nor Labour will be able to 
achieve such growth under the present 
system. The only way to achieve 
substantial growth and attain full 
employment is to replace imported 
consumer durables, currently running 
at 50 per cent of the total, with home 
manufactured products. The growth 
potential for British industry is 
something like 86 per cent. That kind 
of boom would bring an unprecedented 
increase in national wealth and 
prosperity. The BNP is committed to 
just such a programme. 
@ Asian families in Todmorden have an 
84 per cent unemployment rate.

MANUFACTURING IN RECESSION 


The decline of Britain’s manufacturing 
base continues with contraction in 
manufacturing for the second 
consecutive year running. Investment 
levels dropped 9 per cent in the last 
quarter of last year, sending signals of 
‘no confidence’ in the British economy. 
At the same time, Britain for the first 
time in its history imported as many 
manufactured goods as we produced 
at home. Import levels rose to £14.6 
billion in January and are sure to go 
higher as Chancellor Kenneth Clarke’s 
irresponsible interest rate cuts are 
bound to suck in imports. 


One of the chief problems of the 
British economy is that it isso lopsided. 
In round figures, 
Britain exports three- 
quarters of its 
manufactures and 
imports four-fifths of 
its own needs. Quite 
obviously, two things 
stand out. Firstly is that 
the four-fifths of 
domestic consumption 
currently supplied 
from abroad is ripe for 
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uction filling the gap. Secondly, British 
manufacturing is so heavily dependent 
on foreign export 
markets that any 
downturn in those 
markets will have 
adverse consequences 
at home — which in 
fact is just what is 
happening as European 
economies flounder. 
With the weakest 
order books for three 
years and the highest 
finished stock levels 


JOB LOSSES AND INSECURITY 


This year, the number of plant closures 
has cost thousands of people their jobs 
and robbed whole families of their 
livelihoods. In the first five months of 
this year alone, 10,000 jobs have gone in 
manufacturing. But lost jobs extend 
beyond the traditional blue-collar work 
sector and into white-collar sectors once 
deemed ‘safe’. The National 
Westminster Bank which has already 
axed 16,000 staff over the last five years 
is shutting 100 administrative centres 
and 350 branches. The number of staff 
involved has not been made known but 
must be at least 6,000. The merger of 
Sun Alliance and Royal Insurance is to 
see 5,000 jobs go and Barclays are to 
shed another 1,000 after having cut its 
workforce by 18,500 since 1990. 

Also on the High Street, 
Liberty is shutting its chain | 
of regional shops which | 
means that 350 jobs will go; | 
W.H. Smith is to get rid of 
400 jobs, and less sadly the | 
much disliked Benetton has 
seen several franchisees go 
into liquidation putting the 
whole of Benetton UK into 
question. Other job losses | 
not included in the 10,000 


figure have come from Shorts in Belfast 
— 1,000 jobs have gone there, while 
high-technology firm Racal has axed 
180 jobs and another 700 jobs have gone 
at Express lifts following a merger. More 
recently, shoemakers Clarks have axed 
three factories and 2,000 jobs, while 
computer firm Escom has just closed 65 
stores and scrapped 850 jobs. 

Adding to the economic misery is a 
CBI survey which shows manufacturers 
shedding jobs faster than at any time for 
two years and manufacturing output at a 
three-year low. In recent years, more 
than 10 million people have experienced 
unemployment and a further 1% million 
are in temporary jobs. It is not to be 
wondered at that people feel insecure. 
because even those in work know that

they could be made unemployed almost 
at any time. 

Insecurity and the need to be more 
competitive is one of the chief reasons 
for Britons topping the European league 
of overwork. Millions of Britons are 
working longer and longer hours as staff 
cuts mean a bigger workload for those 
still at work together with a fear of being 
seen by bosses as a shirker — and the 
first to go in the next round of job cuts! 
Late working has become the norm for 
two-thirds of white-collar workers 
together with increased stress levels as 
people are literally working themselves 
to death. Tories say that job insecurity is 
a myth because of the jobs that are being 
created to replace those that disappear. 
What they neglect to say is that the

The Tories have long 
believed in headline tax 
cutting as the short route 
to voter appeal. Even 
if, while giving money 
away with one hand, 
they were grabbing it 
back with the other 
through higher and 
extended VAT, airport 
taxes and duty -on 
alcohol & cigarettes 
and the like. : 

With Tory fortunes 
‘so low, most Tory MPs 
are screaming for a tax 
cut in the November 
budget. Chancellor Clarke however 
has deliberately been lowering 
expectations on any tax cuts. Headlines 
like ‘Clarke kills tax cut hopes’ and 
details of structural failings in tax 
revenues precluding tax cuts set the 
tone. The reason for which is that 
Clarke (who has aspirations one day to 
be Prime Minister) wishes to appear 
prudent & wise and also of course, so 
that when he does announce tax cuts it 
comes as a surprise and he is hailed a 
hero. 

Events this year though have 
conspired against him. The BSE fiasco 
is to cost the government almost £1 
billion immediately with more over 
the longer term. So that’s Less money 
for tax cuts (Lmftc). Additionally, last 
year, the UK gave Brussels an 
unexpectedly higher than usual net 
payment of £4 billion which has left a 
gap in funds for this year of £1 billion 
(Lmftc). Worse still, VAT tax revenue 
this year is down £6 billion (Lmftc). 
And corporation tax revenue is down 
£22 billion (Lmftc). Together with 
other tax takes down £12 billion 
(Lmftc), that makes a staggering £10 
billion shortfall — part of which is due 
to last year’s tax cuts! ; 

The result of all this is that Clarke’s 
borrowing estimate for the public 
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for five, British manufacturing is in a 
parlous state. Indeed, manufacturing 
is in recession with output down two 
years in succession with a real danger 
of heavy job losses pulling the whole 
economy into recession. Only a big 
increase in consumer 
spending can help Clarke 
although even that is more 


highly paid, highly skilled 
jobs that are disappearing are 
being replaced by low paid, 
unskilled work, part time 
work and by short contract 
work, none of which are 
breed 
confidence. New job average 
wages are just £50 per week, 
as against £200 for existing 
jobs. The outlook for the 
economy is bleak. 

While job insecurity 
reigns at work, insecurity at 
home continues to haunt with 
24,000 home repossession 
orders from the first three 
months of this year alone to 
standing at a 2% year high. 
For thousands suffering from 
negative equity, the Tory 
dream has turned into a 
nightmare.

I’ve 
applied for numerous jobs, including 
warehouse and shop work mostly in 
the Hockley and Handsworth area. 
That’s where I live and I’d prefer to 
work locally. If anything, they’re 
jobs I am over-qualified to do but 
they’ve taken one look at me and 
said the job has gone to someone 
else. But when I’ve looked a few 
days later, the vacancy is still being 
advertised in the paper or shop 
window. I think the reason they won’t 
employ me is because I am white.” 

But David has suffered 
discrimination in other areas too. He 
said: “I’ve tried to get in pubs and 
clubs in Hockley and Handsworth 
and been turned away. On several 
occasions I was told it’s because I’m 
white and would not be welcome.” 

David has now lodged acomplaint 
with the notoriously anti-white 
Commission for Racial Equality and 
says that they have not treated his 
complaint seriously, although West 
Midlands police figures show whites 
were the victims of 12 per cent of 
racial crime in 1994 and it is 
estimated, 14-15 per cent last year.

Dr. Carey the Archbishop of 
Canterbury recently made a 
well-publicised speech in the 
House of Lords arguing for a 
better defined moral code and 
its propagation in the schools. 
Dr. Carey also said that the 
nation is in danger of 
squandering its religious 
inheritance. It is a long time 
since an Archbishop sought to 
press for a firm moral code and 
it is greatly to be welcomed. 
However, it is the Church itself 
which in recent times has not 
only abandoned any form of 
moral code but has actually 
taken the lead in destroying it. 
If Archbishop Carey is to be 
successful, he has a lot of work 
to do to repair decades of 
Church-led moral decline. 

Echoing this view is Dame Jill 
Knight, a Conservative MP who 
also welcomed Dr. Carey’s 
speech but said that when she 
launched a report on 
pornography and violence to 
the House of Commons and 
called for a tougher moral 
stand, she recalled that the 
Bishop of Avon rubbished her 
call and the Bishop of Coventry 
said there was “no earthly point 
in moralising.” 

The humanist tradition of 
moral relativism gives no firm 
landmarks and morals change 
as easily as fashions. “I’m ok, 
you’re ok” has been the liberal 
humanist doctrine for decades. 
It meant that anything goes. But 
without firm moral guidance,

SAVE OUR FISHER FOLK? 


When Tory Prime Minister Ted Heath 
took Britain into Europe under false 
pretences, one of the country’s most 
important national assets — our 
national fisheries — was thrown away 
at the bargaining table as of no 
consequence so desperate was Heath 
to take us in whatever the cost.

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UK Fishing quota areas: The richest fishing 


over Europe now simply turn up and 
plunder our fish reserves subject to 
their country’s ‘quota’ which can be 
circumvented by registering a fishing 
boat in Britain which then counts 
against our own British quota! 

Conservationists quite rightly point 
out that overfishing is reducing British 
fish stocks. The solution? Reduce the 
British fishing fleet by half! Our fishing 
folk are quite rightly angry that a key 
British resource has been thrown away 
to the benefit of foreigners 
who have over-fished to 
the point of exhausting fish 
stocks — and thrown 
thousands out of work in 
Britain. The new European 
directive to cut the British 
fishing fleet by half will 
throw thousands more out 
of work and make this 
country poorer as a result. 
Less fish will be exported 
to benefit the economy and 
more fish will be imported 
thus harming it, to say 
nothing of the misery 
caused by the increase in 
unemployment. 

What can be done about 
the problem of conserving 
fish stocks and preserving 


the British fishing fleet which provides 


the country with much needed food, 


employment and wealth? Currently, 
the most effective opposition to the 
rundown of fish stocks is not coming 
from the government, but from 
Greenpeace which forced Danish and 
Polish fishermen to abandon efforts to 
trawl off the east coast of Scotland. 
The government’s solution is to cave 
into the Europeans and cravenly agree 
to reduce the British fishing fleet, while 
doing nothing about the predations of 
the Europeans who have no business 
whatsoever in British waters. 

In truth the solution is a very simple 
one. Fish stocks can be conserved and 
built back up to healthy levels and the 
British fishing fleet can be preserved 
— but not by remaining subject to 
European Union diktat. The solution 
is found in the BNP manifesto — 
withdrawal from the European Union 
and the establishment of a 200-mile 
exclusive British fishing limit as every 
other sensible fishing nation has done 
including Iceland, Norway and 
Canada. The British National Party 
would save our fishermen and preserve 
our fish stocks.

More than one-hundred and fifty 
years after Britain first abolished 
slavery, Christian Aid, Oxfam and 
others are trying to put pressure 
on the Indian government to stamp 
out child slavery which is still rife 
in the country. 

The same charities are also 
putting pressure on high street 
retailers to only stock carpets free 
of child labour. Carpet 
manufacture has traditionally used 
child labour wherever it has 
occurred. An attempt to stop the 
practice using the Rugmark logo 
to assure buyers that child weavers 
were not involved in carpet 
manufacture has failed. The 


manufacturers of slave-made carpets 
simply employed the child slaves to 
fix this logo onto their carpets! The 
Rugmark scheme has been declared 
a fraud and attempts to combat 
slavery have not amounted to much. 

Other charity groups, such as 
project Mala, defend child weavers 
because in the cases where they are 
not actually slaves, their weaving 
makes a contribution to the family 
income without which, families 
would be poorer. 

Slavery in the third world is still 
common, not just in India but 
elsewhere too. The implications for 
us in Britain are mainly economic.

BLACK AMERICAN CHURCH 
BURNINGS — A FOLLOW UP 


Last month, BN featured ‘Black’ 
propaganda for the witless: So-called 
hate crimes which turn out to be 
perpetrated by the victims 
themselves. Following up the Black 
church burning story, we can reveal 
that investigation into the ‘facts’ put 
out by the story originators — a 
notorious left-wing group — show a 
put up job. The story is aconcoction, 
completely false. The latest arrest is 
of Earl Hatcher, a Negro, for arson 
on a Black church in Selma, 
Alabama. He has been posted on 
$5,000 bail. The police say there is 
no racial motive. 

Additionally, of twenty-seven 


‘arsons’ in South Carolina, seven 
were not arson at all and all the 
eight arrests made have been of 
blacks. In North Carolina, all the 
fires were either natural or had 
black suspects. And of all fires on 
black churches, half were due to 
faulty wiring or insurance frauds 
and half the arrests for the 
insurance frauds have been of 
blacks. 

@ At Fort Bragg, a Black US army 
soldier is in custody with charges 
to be filed sometime this month as 
the result of an army investigation 
into swastikas being painted onto 
the doors of other black soldiers.

BNP BOOKSHOP 
CLOSED 


The BNP bookshop which was first 


opened: in 1989 has now been 


permanently closed. The basic reason 
for which is cost based. Since the 
party can no longer stock party 
publications at the premises on 
account of a ruling made by the 
Department of the Environment, 
passing trade has diminished 
dramatically. The revenue lost makes 
it financially ridiculous to man the 
shop — necessary so as to maintain 
tight security arrangements — when 
passing trade is almost nil and when 
the party cannot even get the benefit 
of any headquarters function because 
of the same ruling by the DoE. The 
party bookshop is not a cost-effective 
business and has therefore been 
closed as from last month. 

The vast majority of business is 
done by mail order and this will 
continue. Mr. Edmonds, the 
bookshop proprietor, will continue 
to live at the shop and the bookshop 
telephone number now reverts to his 
private number. Telephone enquiries 
for books and BNP material should 
be made to the number at the foot of 
page one. 

The June emergency appeal for 
roller shutters to the shop has not 
been a waste however for two 
reasons. Firstly, Richard — a high 
ranking party official will continue 
to live at the shop and he needs the 
protection afforded by the shutters 
(the party was forced to remove 
protective boarding from the shop). 
Secondly, the swift purchase of 
shutters was also required to give 
Richard a better legal defence in yet 
another court battle with Bexley 
Council. The council delayed for 
months before giving the shutters 
their permission, then when they 
hadn’t been fitted after a week, they 
launched another court action which 
is plainly vindictive, vicious and 


harassing. Only time will tell the 


outcome to this one. 

The decision to close the bookshop 
although sad, is a financially 
necessary one, but it is the aim of the 
party to acquire different premises, 
having taken care of all planning 
regulations thoroughly in advance, 
at some stage after the next General 
Election.
